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"Continuation of 2. NOTE: Applicants' proposed amendment recites targeting regions of the instant target, phospholipid scramblase I of 
SEQ ID NO: 3, that have not been specifically recited before. Although the full length sequence of SEQ ID NO: 3 has been searched, the 
individually proposed regions within SEQ ID NO: 3 have not been separately searched, because the search for antisense oligos targted 
to the full length of SEQ ID NO: 3 does not necessarily return a complete and exhaustive list of results for fragments or small regions of 
the full length sequence. Thus, applicants proposed amendment to newly specified regions would necessarily require a new sequence 
search to be performed for antisense oligos against any particular smaller region of the overall SEQ ID NO: 3. In summary, since said 
regions have not been recited in any claims examined heretofore, the newly proposed claims specifying particular regions by nucleobase 
would require a new search and raise new prior art issues not previously considered.
